Mr. Mills said Senator Perley was 
asking a question in tbe wrong 
quajrter.

It came before par- 
liament ones and was dealt with.‘ As 
to the sxcond question, Senator Per- 
ley had the statute of Manitoba be- 
fore him and could judge as well as 
he (Mills). He recognized no pubiic 
necessity fur his giving an opinion 
on this point and did not propose fio 
give a gratuitous one. {4 

Mr. MeSweeney read a cutting about 
the closing of the Catholic schools ‘in 
Winnipeg. He thought the fact that 
the Catholic sections of Manitoba sup- 
ported the Greenway government was 
sufiicient answer. 

Mr. Bernier regretted seeing Mr. 
MeSweeney, a gentleman of Catholic 
faith, siding with the enemies oi that 
faith im the house. Mr. Mills’ answer 


was an evasive one. Mr. Mills sup- 
posed tha Macdonald government 
would give the Catholics relief; Mr. 
Bernier hoped so. He said it was 
poverty that made them close the 
schools. < 

A lengthy debate followed. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell, in the senate, 


called attention to two telegrams,one 
from New York and one from Sidney, 
N. Ss. W., containing the alleged ccon- 
em tins of colonies in the South Afri- 
ean settlement. He would ask whether 
any such communications had been 
had, and if so, sould the house be taken 
into confidence. Had the premier of 
Canada jomed in the representations. 
of the Australian premiers, and what 
was the policy of the government? 
In his opinion the Australian premiers 
having helped Great Britain in the 
struggle were following out their 
policy and were entitled to give such 
aldvice. He hoped Canada would do 
the same, but regretted that in the 
matier of contingents Canada should 
foliow instead of leading the lesser col- 
onies. He hoped the government 
would follow the same policy, and 
oppose any settlement short of com- 
piet= annexation. 

Hon. D. Mills could answer neither 
question, He did not recognize that 
there could be any question as to 
what the duty of the empire was. 
There was none in his mind There 
had been a time when the people 
theught the empire big enough; Eng- 
land had granted the republics their 
independence on certain conditions. 
The Orange Free State had kept those 
conditions fairly well till this war. 
fhe Transvaal never had. They had 
regarded the conditions as only obli- 
gatory on one side. The matter had 
That war must end 
but peace on such terms as 
should leave no doubt that there 
would be no repetition of the times 
before the war. (Hear, hear.) The 
imperial members knew their duty. 
Tha peace must be no compromise, 
which would disappoint the hopes of 
Canada and the ciher colonies.

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THE FLOOD OF IMMIGRATION. 
The days of “the boom" are recalled 
by the present experience of some of 
the centres in Manitoba, and the 
Northwest Territories, into which im- 
migration is pouring. A large propor- 
tion of the population of Winnipeg, 
ant of many new born towns then 
lived for a time in tents, becauserthere 
was no accommodation ior the people 
elsawhere, Something of the same over 
crowding is now seen and felt in fhe 
favorite districts opan for settlement. 
Thus at Ponoka, a place between We- 
taskiwin and Lacombe on the Calgary 
and Edmonton railway, where there 
was not a house within a mile‘a fyear 
ago, but where there is now a town of 
about 500 or 600 people, with three 
stores, blacksmith shop, and school 
house and other buildings to corre- 
spond,the inrush of settlers i is So great 
thnit people are sleeping i in the church, 
the school house, in stores and tents. 


Commissioner McCreary, in an 
interview with the Free Press 
on the immigration outlook, said 


that the homestead entries so far show 
an incréase over last. year, which was 
the highest year on record, of about 
30 per cent; and as'the lands for home- 
steading are becoming more inaccess- 
ible and of an inferior class, this qwill] 
indicate that the immigration is going 
to be 30 per cent i€ not ‘more of an in- 
crease over last year. 


Very little foreign immigration, Mr> 
McCreary ‘says, is coming to the coun- 
try from Europe; but the British immi- 
gration has shown up much better 
than in any season during the last 
four years; and that from the United 
States is unprecedently large. 

The great rush is to Northern Al- 
berta, over the “Soo” line. It is ex- 
fully 20,000 people will 
settle in Alberta this year from the 
United States alone. Mr. J. W. 
Thristie, writing from Exeter, Nebras- 
ka, estimates that 500 families which 
would be equivalent to 2,500 people, 
will locate at one point, Ponoka, by 
the first of September next/ Five thou- 
sand people. it is estimated will goin 
to Southern Alberta and setils in the 
ranching districts in the vicinity of 
Cardston, Lethbridge and  Pincher 
Creek. fe 


The next largest number will likely 
go to distrixts on the Long lake road, 
between Saskatoon and Prince Al- 
bert. ; 

The immigration authorities also 
expect 8,000 or 10,000 people to set- 
tle in the Moose Mountain district and 
along the “Soo” line between Hallbrite 
and Milestone, Twenty men from 
North Dakota went yesterday to 
Weyburn where a nucleus of a setitle- 
ment was formed lasi-year. A number 
of farmers who setiled at Sintaluta, 
some fifteen years ago, are removing 
to this district. Among them is an/pld 
gentleman named Partridge, 7° years 
of age who is taking! up a second home- 
stead. Some former settlers did not 
find this section of country suitable 
as they failed to get water, and com- 
plained that the land was too dry, 
but these latter ‘settlers have been 
successiul in obtaining water. The 
district is open prairie l:nd without 
timber. ‘ 

In addition to those already mention- 
ed fre the Swan River Valley andthe 
Yorkton districts, and the territory 
along the M. & N. W. R. line. 


A great many settlers from North 
Dakota and Ontario and the older 
(provinces wiil buy land in the 
larger settled portion of the province 
if the owners do not raise the rice 
too high, following the example of two 
farmers who came into the city yes- 
terday, having land to sell and raised 
the price one dollar per acre. 

Commissioner McCreary is satisfied 
that he is conservative in his estimate 
in saying that betweeen Port Arthur 
and ‘the foot hills of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, 75,000 people will come in io 
Setile this year.

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OPENING OF MANITOBA I EGISLATURE. 
Following is the text of the speech 
delivered b; th> Licu enint-Governor: 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 

Legislative Assembly of the Province

I am glad to welcome you to the 
first sossion of the new jegislature, 
and I hope that Providence will guide 
your deliberations, and that the meas- 
ures which you adopt will conduce to 
the prospsrity and dev elopment of the 
province. 

Since the last meeting of the legisla- 
ture war has, unfortunately, broken 
out in South Africa, and Her Maiesty 
has bean obliged to repel by forve Of 
arms, the invasion of her territories 
of Capo Colony and Natal, by the 
armics of ths Orange Free State and 
the South African Republic, =~ am 
pleased to be able to inform you that 
latterly victory his blessed Her Ma- 


jssty’s arms, and that the invaders 


have been dziven back at all points, | 


while a-strong British force has occu- 


pied Bloomfontein, the capital of the 


Orange Free State. The result has 
been attained = aft the €xpense 
of many valuable lives, willingly 
laid down for Qu2en and country, and, 
whi'e I deplore the lovs that the em- 


pire has sustiined through the deaths 
of miny o* her noblest sons, I cannot 
regard the war as an unmixed evil, for 
it has caused a wave of patriotic en- 
thu iasm over the Mother 
Tand ani hor widely scattered colon- 
iss, and has furnished conclusive evi- 
den~ to foreitn states of the strength 
of the bond which binds all parts lof 
the empire tozether, and of the fer- 
vent loyelty of British subjects, in all 
parts of the glob: to Her Majesty, 


to sweep 


her crown and government. In no 
part of her majesty’s wide domains 
has the feeling of devotion to the in- 


terests of the empire been stronger 
than in Ganada. Two contingents of 
Canadian troops have already reach- 


ed th2 stene of action, and a “hird, 
raised and equipped at the expense 
of Lord Strathcona and Mount Royai 
is now on the ocean, on iis 
way to’ South Africa. The 
first. coniinzent, which left our 
shores som2 months azo, has already 
received its biptism of fire, and. F am 
proud to siy, has proved itself worthy 
to fight shoulder to shoulder with 
the most celebrated reziments in the 


British service. I deplore the death 
of Major Arno'd, who commanded the 
western compiny of this contingent, 
and of th: miny gallant men who 
f2li with him, in the battles of Mad- 
der river, but I recognize that, while 
dead, they are not forgotten, and 
that their memories wili long be treas- 
ured by all who bold loyalty, courage, 
and the honor of their country dear. 

During tha recess I appointed a 
royal commission to examine into and 
report upon the financial position of 
the province. The report will be laid 
befere you as early in the 
session as possible.

I regret that the parliament of the 
Dominion of Canada,has,as yet, youch- 
safed no reply te the petition adopted 
by this lezislaiure at its last session, 
praying for legislation authorizing the 
government of Canada to pay over to 
my government the amount of money. 
in the hands of ithe government of 
Canada, already realized from the sale 
of lands set apart fer the support of 
schools in Manitoba, and to transfer 
to my government the full control and 
management of the balance of these 
lands not yet disposed of. My govern- 
ment is endeavoring to induce the fed- 
eral authorities to make the transfer 
asked for, and will continue its efforts 
in this direction until a satisfactory 
result has been attained. :

Gn their fail- 
usc ths Portuguese government took 
possession of the pani of the raod-al- 
ready built, and the matter entered 
ixto litigation, being made an interna- 
tional question between England and 
the States representing their country- 
men who were charter holders, and 
the Portuguese governmeni. Finally 
the question was left to arbitration. 
This was some eight years ago,.and it 
was only a few days ago that the tri- 
bunal arrived at a decision, 1s set‘out 
above. The matter had a deeper sig- 


nificance as it was generally thought,

A demand suddenly 
gprung up, partially on account of 
the purchase of mounts for cavalry in 
South Africa, and the supply was un- 
equal to the demand. Thee natural 
result has been to advance the price of 
horse flesh and a horse that would 
have sold last year for $50 is now 
worth $100. Any kind of a farm team 
is worth $200, and a horse weighing 
1,400 brings from $125 to$140. Sad- 
dle “cayuses” are plentiful at $40 and 
$50.

NORTHWEST GOVERNMENT, 

The second session of the fourth as- 
sembly opsred on the 29th. There was 
a large crowd. Shortly bafore 3 o’clock 
Lieut. Governor Forget left gov- 


ernment house accompanied by Capt. 


Gilpin Brown as aide-de-camp, and an 


escort of Mounted Police commanded 
by Inspector McGibbon. Arriving ai 
the buildings the royal salute was 
given by the escort. His honor read 
the following speech : 


Mr. Speaker and Gentlemer of the 
Legisiative Assembly : 


I have much pleasure in welcoming 
you upon the occasion of the opening 
of the sxcond session of the Fourth 
Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tories, and in congratulating you 
upon the remarkabie growth in popu- 
lation and material resources which 
the Territories have experienced dur- 
ing the past year, 

The spontaneous expressions of loy- 
alty with which all parts of the Em- 
pire have given practical evidence of 
their devotion to the Queen and Im- 
perial interests, will ever mark the 
past year as a memorable one, in the 
history of tha naition. Owing to the 
non-establishment of the militia SYs- 
tem, the Territories were deprived of 
the privileges of being represented in 
the first Canadian contingent, but it: 
must be & maltter of pride and @rat- 
ification to know that in the second 
contingent, and in that corps raised 
and equippad through the splendid 
generosity and patriotism of Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal the Ter- 
ritories have now the honor of having 
given not only a large number of 
men in the aggregate, but in pro- 
portion to their population, a larger 
number ithan any other portion of the 
Dominion, te the Canadian contribu- 
tion to tha cause of the empire. In 
this ccnnection you will ba asked to, 
concur in a grant made to the North- 
west members of the second conting- 
ent, and your assent will be asked to 
a measure legalizing grants made by 
municipal corporations io various 
patriotic funds. 

The financial position of the Terri- 
tories has been the subject of con- 
tiderable correspondence addressed to 
the Federal authorities by my govern- 
ment. A portion or the correspond- 
ence was laid before you at your Jast 
session, and I have ordered copies of 
subsequent communications to be 
prepared for your information. 

The unprecedented rainfall and dis- 
astrous floods of the rast yean brought 
about a state of affairs which the 
revenue, already proved to be inade- 
guate, under ordinary conditions, was 
“ltogether unable to cope with.. This 
state of affairs tended not so much 
tc create as to aggravate and call 
more pointed attention to the great 
disproportion existing between the 
means at command, and the eyver- 
growing necessities of the rapidly in- 
creasing population of the Territor- 


ies. lt is gratifying for me to be 
able tc inform you that the Federal 
government has proposed to parlia- 


ment now in session, a moderate in- 
crease to your annual grant, and a 
large special vote for the purpose of 
restoring public works destroyed by 
the floods.In spite of this very sub- 
stantial increase te the revenue, my 
government can only look upon it as 
affording a temporary and partial 
amelioration of otherwise impossible 
finaneial conditions, and will ask you 
take action leading to the earli- 
ractical solution of Territorial 

and administrative prob-

Editor Balletin: — : 

However. gratifying it is to know 
that our town will, within a shart 
time, bs able to boast of a market At 
must ba said-that, although late, our 
citizens have finally awakened to the 
importance of an insiitution of this 
kind. We are at a foss to understand 
why our sister town, Strathcona, has 
not made an effort to outstrip our oevn 
city in establishing a good market. 
Are there also there men that must 
be \pulied by their cars to see prosper- 
ity? Evidently so but, alas, there are 
no men there to do the puiling. We 


do not pretend to know it all, but fve 
do pretend to have-honest publiq spiri§ 
and under the influence of such, we 
chalienze anybody in this community 
to, give a single valid recson whyi'we 
should not have a market, and we fur- 
ther challenge anybody to give a valid 
reason why the selected site is not 
the best, the most central, and com- 
paratively cheapest site for our town; 
and finally we would see the figure or 
rather the blank to repudiate the fol- 
lowing sentence; that is to say, we 
claim and firmly believe that a town 
especially of the size of ours without 
a market has little right to demand 
even the title of a village that aspires 
to prosperity. We claim that there igs 
no greater impetus to the growth of 
any town than a well established 
market especially to a place like Ed- 
monton whose location is unrivalled 
in the Dominion of Canada. 

Must we still keep on and assist in 
building up hopeless country places by 
our contemptible inertness? No. We 
are, thank God, recovering from the 
effects of a compound miscarriage of 
municipal afiairs. We begin to see 
thng it is the farmer that we are liv- 
ing off, that it is hei we have to try 
to help, that we cannot afiord to 
ignore the prime mover of our exist- 
ence. 

There are kickers in every town 
but with regard to this important is- 
sue namely, of a market the kicker ps 
only to be compared to the ass that 
kicks because you try to put him be- 
fore a full manger. ¢ 

It is very true that we cannot af- 
ford to buy up the whole town and 
give every citizen a show by holding 
a market »vfore his front door andjthe 
next market at another citizen’s 
front door. This would be detrimental 
to the meaning of a market. 


The market represents the fixed 
centre for trade not only for the city 
housekeeper, but for ranchers, farm- 
ers an? traders who live a hundred 
miles away; it represents a fixed hour 
at which we are abl¢ to finda selection 
of the choicest products of our fair 
country, at which we meet the people 
of Strathcona, Leduc, Beaver lake, Ft. 
Saskatichewan, etc., ete., when they 
come to us to trade; it means the, de- 
velopment of our export trade and 
the abolishment of ranky butter. Even 
if these few advantages were the only 
ones would it not pay us to havea 
market{/? But as we all know there 
are still legions of judicials reasons to 
be counted up and discussed in favor 
of a market and strange to say mot 
a single one against it except it ‘may 
be argued that it is harder tocinch an 
honest producer on the market place, 
where his judgment is guided by a firm 
market ‘price, than tt would be outside 
on a back alley or for tha't matter jon 
the Main St. of Edmonton. Therefore 
Jet for ones the true, honest and {pro- 
gressive public spirit prevail and do 
not even let the shade of doubt rome 
up against the reality of our market.

ST SS sss esses sess 


A. J. H. MeCauley, @ trooper with 
the Mounted Rifles, writes to his 
father and sisters here from Cape 
Town, where the men arrived in good 
health. The Ietter was necessarily 
hurried as the squadron was to leave 
almost at once for the front. Mr. Me- 
Cauley sent a copy of the second edi- 
tion of the Pomeranian Sponge, priat- 
ed on the 8th February, from which the 
following is reproduced : 

“This morning we crawled into Por- 
to Grande, St. Vincent, Cape Verde 
Islané. In our next issue we hope io 
write more fully about this place. Ruz- 
ged rocks and ragged ruffians seera 
to be the chiefitems of interest. The 
natives are ignorant. We tried them 
with English, Canadian, Cree, Chi- 
nook, Chipawyan, and Dog Rib In- 
dian—they could not understand: 
but ‘they know the difference between 
a 20 cent piece and a shilling. It ap- 
pears to ba a poor country for range 
matile.

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FROM THE ARCTIC CIRGLE. : 

W. H. Conaor, trader of Fort Smith 
and Good Hope, arzvived in town on 
Monday from bis last named post sit- 
uated on the Mackenzie wiihin two 
miles of the Arctic circle. He was ac- 
companied by three Slavey Indians, 
natives of that far north region, who 
since tieir arrival here have been do- 
ing the sight-seeing of their lives. 
They are the first Slavéys who ever 
visite] Edmonton, and the wonders of 
rivilzation are a revelation to them. 
All of them come from points within 
the Arctic Circle. Their ideas of the 
whiteman’s mode of living as they. see 
it here is highly edifying. They have 
an idea thait all the stores along ‘the 
street, being so close together, are 
all one house and they marvel alt all 
the white people living in one house 
and under one roof, “altogether,” as 
they express it, “just like the ducks.” 
One of them ventured the opinion that 
“there were not as many mosquitos 
at his home as there are white people 
here.” Notwithstanding their odd and 
uncivilized ways they are good Chris- 
tians, being adherents of the Roman 
Catholic faith, which religion has pen- 
etrated even to their remote nomes. 
In stature they are smali and even 
darker in complexion than their south- 
ern brethren to whom they appear 
to be much superior in intelligence. 
Their manner of living and eating, 
however, leaves much to be desired. 
They cook and eat their whitefish 
without either beiaz scaied or clean- 
ed, and their appetites are truly 
(prodigious. Two eight quart pails 
full of moose meat will be devoured by 
the three of them at one meal, and the 
number of fish they consume has to 
be seen to be believed. At Saddle lake 
mission they saw their first pigs, and 
nearly went into a iit. When inform- 
ed thait those were the animals which 
furnished their bacon their wonder- 
ment gave place to persona! interest. 
The wonders they have seen here will 
furnish them with topics for conver- 
sation for the rest of their natural 
lives aiter they return to thefr homes 
in the north. 


Mr. Connor with his drivers left 
Good Hope on the 12th of January, 
and with (the exception of eighteen 
days has been travelling ever since. 
The total distance froin Good Hope to 
Edmonton is estimated at 1,706 miles. 
At the post the sun is invisible for 
23 days, during part of December and 
Jamuary. lust winter ‘the coldest 
weather was 59 below and the average 
cold for December was 38. The winter 
was unusually mild for that region. 
The snow was only a foot deeplat Goad 
Hope but increased in depth as they 
travelled south, until at Lae la Biche 
it was between three and four feet. 


The following parties are wintering 
in the north: Billy Patton at Norman. 
Chas. Smith, the Klondiker who left 
Edmonton with his outfit packed in 
barrels, is also wintering at Norman 
with a partner, Muller. In the spring 


they start for McMillan river. The 
Potts party are at Black river, 90 
miles below Wrigley. They are: H. 


S. Potts, Jas. A. Buchanan, G. Beraud, 


Samuel Beards and W. F. Fry. At 
Wrigley J. R. Barr, Fred Rahn, and 
Julius Huffman are wintering, in- 
tending to proceed to Dawsonin the 


spring. At Wrigley Prof. Christie and 
party are wintering. They return to 
Edmonton in the summer. The two 
remaining Members of the Glen-Camp- 
bell party at Simpson. Hugh 
Thomson, of Duck lake, is at Provi- 
dence and intends going to Dawson in 
the spring. At Hay river there are 
the Tupper party of four. A few oth- 
ers are at Resolution. ‘ 

Chief Factor Camsell reached home 
on the 28th of January. 

The Tyrrel! survey party were met 
about fifty miles below McMurray on 
the 16th of February. They were then 
a month out from Edmonton. ¢
